Henry Ives Cobb’s Plans. 

The plans prepared by Henry Ives Cobb 
for the dormitories and lecture hall are a com- 
bination of Venetian and Romanesque. Mr. 
Cobb suggests granite as the mate- 
rial, and in the plan for the lecture 
hall, a. cut of which is shown, pro- 
vides for a four-story structure, massive in 
its general features, with heavy square win- 
dows and high halls. The roof is to be of 
tile, with a heavy carved cornice. It has a 
total length of 270 feet and an average width 
of 60 feet. On the first floor provision is 
made for a reception-room, general offices,

No, the cities are not fascinating and soul- 
satisfying. Let us try the country. Here, 
just outside the Town of Rivas (five 
miles from the point where the canal 
leaves the lake to reach the Pacific), 
we visit the farm of Mr. man, 
a thrifty, prosperous German who has 
made is making an easy fortune out 
of the soil. He showed us thousands of 
plantains just set out and waiting for the 
rains, sure to bring him a bounteous crop 
next Oetober and annually for years after. 
His coffee trees are in blossom. His cocoa 
trees are full of the great pods now about 
ready to be gathered, each tree sure to aver- 
age him $2 worth of the cocoa of commerce. 
He tells us (what others have told us) that 
coffee ready to haul to market costs the grow- 
er five cents a pound; no more, no less. Its 
current price is now 23 cents, and has never 
been less than 10 cents. 2 
We were especially interested in his corn 
and cattle. Corn, he says, is a pretty sure 
crop, planted and amass twice a year and 
never or plowed. We didn't see a plow 
on the place. e showed us a little room half 
full of corn fodder, for which he has been 
offered $100—certainly more than a cent a 
pound. Everywhere about the place are great 
groves of mango trees of which he is fond 
and proud. ey are dropping their ripe, 
luscious fruit in showers, and he and his fam- 
ily (ten children, the eldest 18, all liv- 
ing except one) almost live, on them. 
The cattle too are very fond of them, and he 
is never tired of picking up the perishing 
windfalls and tossing them to the cows, for 
which they are staple food.

fruit on each bunch, while tts central support 
is still upright, hangs down by its own weight; 
then, when the individual bananas have 
grown heavy, strong, and set in their way, 
the whole central support gives way just be- 
low the bunch, and it hangs bead 
downward; this brings the individual 
fruits point-upward, in which awkward 
position they complete their maturity. 
After the bunch is removed the tall stock 
dies or is cut down, while from about its pase 
there spring several vigorous shoots, These 
tend to crowding the field, and the careful 
farmer removes all but oneof them and sets 
out the rejected ones in fresh ground to shift 
for themselves. He does not plow his ground; 
he merely clears it of trees and underbrush, 
2 enough shade to moderate the rays of 

e sun. 

That is literally all there is to the produc- 
tion of the banana and plantain. It is so ab- 
solutely simple and costless that it seems in- 
evitable that the supply should overtake the 
demand and the crop become a drug except in 
places exceptionally favored in the matter of 
transportation. But their popularity is in- 
creasing so rapidly, as food and not as luxu- 
ries, that the market may prove insatiable in 
the future as it has always been in the past. 
Here they are usually eaten fried and are 
a most palatable and toothsome dish; but 
never counted as a delicacy. Some one who 
wished to have them served for dessert fruit 
is said to have been told: In this country 
nobody eats raw bananas except the Ameri- 
cans and the pigs.”’ 

The plantain is cooked and eaten here; the 
banana is exported. The plantain ripens or 
comes near to ripeness on its own stalk; the 
banana is the better for 8 picking. 
The plantain grows in bunc not half as 
large as those of the banana, which frequently 
reaches to 200 or 300 fruits in one bunch. 

Looking backward over this letter it has the 
appearance of cowgrdly evasion of an impor- 
tant point—the daily commissariat. It is a 
delicate matter—the question, not the food 
for in the latter delicacy and delicacies must 
not be looked for. When beef is served one 
can only guess what part of the ox is set be- 
fore him. Poultry is & staple, eggs usually to 
be had. Once (at Granada) a tapir was set 
before us, looking: like a large hooked-nosed 
roast pig, and tasting like any other roast 
white game. Potatoes are scarce and yams 
are a rather poor: substitute—tasteless and 
somewhatstringy. Thenatives eat the iguana 
(lizard) and the large red monkey; but we, 
not being either Digger Indians, reptile-eat- 
ers, or cannibals, have not tried them. Frijole 
(pronounced free holies’’), excellent 
beans, are a main staple; really the potato of 
the tropics, Tortillas are griddle-cakes made 
of flour and cornm which with butter or 
sirup, or both, would be—tolerable. Quite 
like the hoecake and ashcake of the South. 
But butter! Itis practically out of the ques- 
tion. There is a kind that comes in cans 
from the North, a blonde Goliath of Gath—a 
Samson when he tore the lion asunder—a 
John L. Sullivan turned loose upon a dinner 
party—a Hercules toying with a club—a dyna- 
mite cartridge with the fuse alight. Then 
there is a native butter; pale, soft, and com- 
paratively harmless; one thinks he is eati 
sour skim-milk cottage cheese on his bread. 

This latter is all our resource in its line. 
One gets to dispense with butter—wher one 
grows hungry enough—but is lost in wonder 


that meals even as good as those offered us 


can be gotten up without it. Avis au lecteur: 
If you desire to see the kitchen, don’t: If 
your heart is quite set on it, don’t. If youare 
determined to visit it whether or no, don’t. 
But if 1 do go, then you cannot fail to ad- 
mire the pluck, the endurance, and the suc- 
cess of those who manage to make anything 
eatable under these restrictions, especially if 
they work (as is customary) over a simple

All told there were thirty bidders for the 
work from Sts Paul, Minneapolis, Cleveland, 
St. Louis, and Chicago. While the contracts 
were awarded it still remains for the success- 
ful bidders to furnish satisfactory bonds, but 
within a few days it is expected this will be 
done. The building mus} be completed by 
Jan. 1, 1892.

In the course of the inter- 
view, however, it developed that the current 
rate of pay for carpentry work in Minneap- 
olis is $2.50 for a day of ten hours, or 25 cents 
an hour. The current rate of wages in Chicago 
for carpentry work is 35 cents an hour for a 
day of eight hours, with time and a half for 
overwork, 

It is stipulated in the. specifications for the 
Mines and Mining Building that eight hours 
shall constitute a day’s work. Putting 
these facts together, it transpires that a Min- 
neapolis carpenter works ten hours for $2.50, 
whereas a day of ten hours in Chicago means 
two hours overtime anda co uent cost of 
$3.85. The difference in favor of employing a 
Minneapolis carpenter as against a — * 
carpenter for a day of ten hours, would 
$1.35, or 80 cents for an eight hour day.

A Typical Whaler, 

The Kite, in which the party will travel, is a 
typical whaler, not beautiful to the eye but 
powerful, seaworthy, and just about as un- 
sinkable as a vessel can be made. At present 
it is in harbor at St. Johns, N. F., its home 
port, undergoing alterations for this trip. It 
18 expec that it will sail from there about 
June 1, arriving in New York in a little over a 
week. It will receive the stores and b 
of the party at once and set sale from 
with a delay of a couple of days or so. 

This craft, to which the party commit them- 
selves and their hopes fora period of abont 
four months, is of 280 tons burden. It is 
bark built but barkentine rigged, and, though 
equipped with all the sails a vessel of its size 
can possibly carry, it has an engine and pro- 
peller. It relies chiefly on its canvas, but the 
steam is useful in extricating it from ice. Its 
speed is about eight knots an hour, It has 
had plenty of experience among the icebergs. 

r. Bowring of the shipping firm Bowring & 
Archibald of this city, the agents of the Kite 
assured me that if it hit an iceberg it would 
be a very bad thing for the berg. 

The Kite is not a beautitul boat, but it is 
comfortable. Anybody who thinks that’ it 
resembies the racing yachts so well known in 
these waters will have an opportunity to dis- 
abuse his mind by a glimpse at it when it 
reaches New York. 

It is of the Dundee whaler type. Its sis- 
ter, the Eagle, 1s even now fitting out for a 
trip to Baffin’s Bay r whales, and it will 
probably leave St. Johns, N. F., a couple of 
weeks before the Kite gets up into that lati- 
tude. This vessel has been catching whales 
for several years and brings back enough to 
make the venture pay, but the profits are not 
enormous.

Iceberg Smashers, 


The Bear, the vessel which the United States 
Government purchased through Mr. Bowring 
to go to the relief of the disabled Greely ex- 
pedition, is about the same kind of a boat as 
the Kite. Both are built of the strongest tim- 
ber, and a tussle with field ice or collision 
with icebergs would be child’s play to them. 

Whalers of this kind north loaded to the 

nwales with coal, and if they are specially 

ortuuate and catch their whales quickly they 
ranges thecoal overboard to make room for 
oil. 

The Kite may bring back a whale or two, 
but the plansof the party are to make its 
zodlogical prizes much more varied than those 
ofawhaler. Dr. Hughes expects to have a 
carnival among the birds of Greenland and 
fill up a large part of the steamer’s ‘tween 
decks with birdskins, eggs, and nests. Dr. 
Sharp will carry a Winchester rifle of a bore 
sufficiently large to enable him to bag with 
ease a polar bear, a walrus, a narwal—the 
one-horned walrus—or a seal. Reindeer and 
musk ox will tumble before his bullets if he 
has the luck he hopes for. 

There are extensive fossil beds in Northern 
Greenland which pan out animals not 
found in cold countries, and there are geolog- 
ical deposits of other kinds which will yield 
up hundreds of specimens for the acadamy in 
Philade Iphia.

Peary to Repeat Bis Trip. 

This gives a very good idea of the work 
Peary expects to do next summer, following 
the route marked on the map. In some parts 
of Greenland, particularly the north, the ice 
and snow, collecting for ages, have accumulated 
until it is a mile thick m some places. As it 
never melts the surface is tolerably smooth. 
It is the discharge of the ice by means of 
glaciers that keeps the supply down. Some 
one has compared Greenland to a saucer with 
jagged edges into the middle of which some 
one is pouring very thick molasses. The mo- 
lasses presses down by degrees and finds its 
level, ultimately overflowing through the 
jagged crevices.

The “Tribune” Correspondent, 

Alex C. Kenealy, who will represent Tus 
Cuicaco Trisune on this expedition to Green- 
land, is an exceptionally bright and talented 
writer, and to an unusual d the 
ability to surmount any and all obstacles he 
may encounter in the field of duty. He was 


born in 1864 near Brighton, England. His 


father was Edward Vaughan Kenealy, Queen’s 
Counsel and member of Parliament. His 
early education was obtained at London Uni- 
versity and in France. He came to the 
United States in 1881 and entered the employ 
of the New York Herald the same year. He 
was connected with the Philadelphia Press for 
three years, and in 1886 and 1 edited the 
Railway News in New York. In 1888 he 
bought the paper, but a year later disposed of 
most of his interest in it. Since that time he 
has been engaged in daily journalism in 
New York City. Kenealy did a notable 
piece of newspaper work in 188 by 
exposing * zus white elephant.

FEATURES OF THE SALON. 


PICTURES THAT HAVE ATTRACTED AT- 
TENTION THERE. 


The Duplication of the Spring Artistic Dis- 
plays in Paris—Canvases from the 
Studios of Frenchmen Which Will Prob- 
ably Be Honored with Medals—Work of 
American Artists That Is Worthy of 
Mention and Praise, 

Panis, May 10.—[Special Correspondence. ] 
—The 100th exhibition of paintings on the 
Champs Elysées has opened its doors. The 
success of artists is becoming mote and more 
a question of fashion. Last year there were 
two“ Salons,“ and this year we are threatened 
with three and even four! However, the two 
eldest—the Palais de l'Industrie and ‘the 
Champ de Mars—will not fail to attract the 
attention, if not the admiration, of the greater 
part ot the public. The alterations and, we 
may say, improvements in the disposition and 
decoration of the rooms in the Champs Elysées 
building make it more agreeable to the visit- 
ors. 

The “Salon” is divided, as usual, into four 
sections—paintings, sculpture, engravings, and 
architecture. , 

Un the first floor of the palace are the oil 
paintings, drawings, pastels, water colors, en- 
gravings, and lithographs, and finally archi- 
tectural plans. ' 

On the ground floor are exhibited works of 
sculpture, bas reliefs, and high reliefs. Now, 
a word as to the success of the Salon. The 
jurors are accused of exéessive severity in the 
choice of the pictures this year. Is this re- 
proach justified? We can aver to the con- 
trary, for, among 1,983 pictures, there are 
about 300 which we would have preferred not 
to see there; works of inveterate strugglers 
for admissions, of amateurs of little talent, 
which canvases are hung high, nearly touch- 
ing the ceiling and which look so much like 
those heretofore exhibited, in the same place, 
that they would be mistaken for the same un- 
fortunate productions. 

On the whole, the Salon this year does not 
differ much from that of the previous years. 
Fine pictures are not exceptional. There are 
a great many works of young artists in which 
there is much to criticise, but also a great deal 
to praise. The old contributors hold their 
place with honor, and Henner, Jean Paul 
Laurens, Delaunay, Frangais, Harpignies, and 
Bonnat are represented py very fine works, in 
which their talent is well displayed.

Toward evening, after a day spent princi- 
pally in an effort to keep out of the fierce 
sunlight, we reached the point in the river 
about fifteen miles above Louisiana, Mo, 
which we most desired to avoid at night and 
where our experience made careful navigation 
the only course of safety.

A Picturesque Panorama.

At Warsaw 
the bluffs crop out and follow the Illinois side 
to Hannibal, then desert it for the Missouri 
bank and at Clarksville’ reappear on the IIli- 
nois side. Sothey vary all the way down 
now on one side now on the other.

The cranes are another picturesque and 
highly artistic accessory of the river scenery, 
Before reaching Cap au Gris we saw nothing 
but the blue species. There the first white ones 
CR eg Sa birds in spite of their being 
dullards in their kingdom. On all the sand- 
bars these cranes perch in the conventional 
attitude with which the public is familiar 
through the portaiture of art. They are timid 
to a degree, standing quietly enough until the 
skiff comes within a hundred yards or so, 
when their stupidity is thrown off and they 
rise on ard wing and, with their 
attenuated necks stretched to the full 
limit and their legs reaching out 
behind, troop off to fresh feeding ground, 
where the innocent minnows disport them- 
selves and the intruderdoes not come.

GOOD STORIES TOLD BY RAILROAD MEN, 
Yarns Picked Up About the Convention of 
Train Conductors. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: “ Five years 
ago, said Mr, L. V. Hurstmann, a conductor 
on the Illinois Central, we never saw or 
heard of such a thing as a woman tramp, but 
lately, within the last two years, the percent- 
age of females among tramps has been steadily 
increasing and now we meet with one almost 
every month. They are not as daring as the 
men in jumping on or off trains, but we find 
them all over a freight-car, on the 
trucks, clingmg to the truss-rods by hands and 
feet like the sloth—in fact, in a good many 
dangerous places that a male tramp would 
never think of gettingin. I suppose this in- 
crease in women tramps may be attributed to 
the way they are occupying all the positions 
formerly held by men alone, and they don’t 
propose to let even the tramp’s profession go 
by without entering its ranks.” 

LIT have been on the Baltimore and Ohio in 
the capacity of engineer and conductor for 
twenty-six years,” said G. H. Bailey of Park- 
ersburg, W. Va., and as you see 1 have not 
a scratch to show for it. Every engineer run- 
ning on the road believes more or less in 
dreams and peculiar si I had an engi- 
neer under me that would never go out when 
warned in a dteam was r 
ahead.

A TRIP THROUGH THE YELLOW-FEVER 
‘HOSPITAL AT VERA CRUZ, 


Peculiar Hospitality of the Mexican Gov- 
ernor of the Towa—The Mountains of 
Orizaba and Perote as Seen from an Emi- 
mence Above Jalapa at Sunurise—The 
Major’s Utter Lack of Sympathy with 
Things Biblical. | 

The noble mountain scenery and the deeply 
green sugar fields, interspersed here and there 
with broad acres of the omnipresent maguey 
plant, bathed in the gracious sunlight of the 
tropics, charm the eye of the traveler between 
the scrubby and sickly-looking Village of 

Cerro Gordo, from which Gen. Winfield Scott 

dated his bulletin of victory April 18, 1847, 

and the romantic City of Jalapa, the fairy 

queen of the Mexican paradise. The general 
appearance of the country around that 
favored municipality recalls the words of the 
poet: 

I walked entranced 

ugh a land of morn; 
The sun, with wondrous excess of light, 
Shone down 


Over seas ot corn 
And lustrous aleft and right. 

fee — — — Spain 

Beams no such sun upon such a land. 

The upward grade is quite apparent, and 
the temperature becomes perceptibly lower as 
the city is approached. Jalapa is situated on 
the eastern verge of the tierra templada, or 
temperate land, and the deadly vomito—the 
most terrible form of yellow fever—does not 
scourge its inhabitants aa it does those of Vera 
Cruz. Indeed, it is proverbial in Mexico that 
the vomito, in its most fatal mood, is never 
absent from the City of the True Cross. 


At Vera Cruz, 

Anybody who with life left in hin 
through an attack of Vere Cruz vomito is 
to be against r 
malady forever more. The Governor of the 
State of Vera Cruz considered it a delicate at- 
tention to the members of the American com- 
mercial expedition when he invited them to 
visit the yellow-fever hospital in the stricken 
city on their first arrival there. 

“ There are only thirteen cases in all,.“ said 
he, coolly, ‘“ You won't have time to catch 
the vornito, as it is arranged that you leave for 
Orizaba at 2 o'clock this afternoon.”’ 

Who could resist such truly Mexican — 
pitality? Who but a Mexican or a Spaniard 
would have thought of so delightful a treat as 
that of escorting a party of American 
strangers h the ghastly shades and 
mephitic fumes of the veritable Valley of 
Death? As a matter of course, a majority of 
the delegates accepted the kind-hearted man’s 
invitation, and walked for alittle time through 
the infected wards of a hospital in which the 
percentage of repulsive mortality is larger, 
perhaps, than in any similar institution on the 
earth’s surface. The visitors stood everything 
—the yellow, despairing eyes, the salmon- 
hued skin, the frequent groans and ra 
with admirable composure, but when the 
awful tomato-soup odor, which ly ac- 
companies yellow-fever, was felt, the more 
timid of the party felt the necessity for a 
change of air. 

“Don’t hurry, gentlemen,” said the Gov- 
ernor. “I have a theory that this disease can- 
not be contracted unless the system is in 
an impressionable condition. All of you, 
Sefiors, look pictures of robust th. But 
body should happen to vatch the dis- 
ease the only chance of recovery is to re- 
main, Men have fled from Vera Cruz to Ori- 
zaba, Jalapa, and the City of Mexico with the 
disease in their systems only to die. Nota 
single case of the kind recovered. Yet the 
fever was never known to originate in this 
country lower down the mountains than 
Cordova. 

“Devilish cool fellow that Governor, re- 
marked a member of the expedition to me 
afterward. ‘ What a place to have taken us! 
I have been on the Guinea coast, in the En- 

lish navy, and know all about the yellow 
ever. Itis like a sentence of death.” 

Some of us made merry over the visit, but 
others regarded it more seriously, and I know 
of one gentleman at least who laid out some 
money on antidotes and disinfectants. The 
wilder spirits took delight in givmg him a 
scare, and every once in a while as we went up 
the mountains he would ask some fellow 
j whether he appeared to be turning 
yellow. 

The cemetery at Vera Cruz, I may say in 

ing, is almost like “Himmon’s Vale of 
Slaughter,” because at times while the awful 
epidemic raged it could hide scarce half its 
dead. Whole families were swept out of ex- 
istence within a few houts and loom of 
* sorrow was on everything. The sun- 
light seemed a mockery when it med into 
the windows of crowded death chambers. The 
death-carts were 8 night and day. No 
body was allowed to lie above ground, when 

ple could be got to bury it, more than a 
low hours, and the distinguished and undis- 
tinguished fared about alike. The seafaring 
men generally slept on board their vessels in 
the roadstead, and, strange to say, the per- 
cen of mortality a ee was small. 
This led to the belief t the old city 
wall protected and propagated the 
germs of disease, and, after sentineli 
the city since the early part of the sixteen 
century and standing repeated sieges, it was 
finally pulled down by municipal order in 
1881. In 1882.’83 more people died in Vera 
Cruz of yellow-fever than ever before, and 
among those who caught their death sickness 
in — 2 — there en route to this coun- 
try was the gallant Gen. E. O. C. Ord of our 
army. The Mexican scientists explained the 
increased mortality by saying that the tum- 
bling down of the old wall and the making of 
other improvements dormant germs 
into active mali — In any case the vomito 
has not been so deadly at Vera Cruz during 
more recent years. 

An English resident accompanied me on 
one occasion to the chief cemetery of the city, 
and, pointing to a large tomb or vault, said: 

That place holds the remains of nearly all 
my kindred. 2 mother, two brothers, 
a sister, my wife and three children, ail vic- 
tims of the vomito, are there laid to rest.”

NOTES UN CURRENT ART.

Ww next December was first suggested 
by her. After speaking of her disappointment at 
the failure of. the Senate to remove the duty on 
imported works of art she says : 
I began to wonder what should be done next. 
I thought of Mrs. Harrison, the first lady of the 
land, whe, practically interested in art, could do 
it royal service. This idea so grew upon me that 
in the Washington of the Sth of November, 1890, 1 
suggested that Mrs. Harrison give a special re- 
ception to American artiste, who had never yet 
been officially recognized by a republic claiming 
to be founded on intelligence. 
»» Warmly responding = appeal — Har- 
rison signified her desire to honor art, and it was 
decided, after sg consultation, that before the 
last days of the Fifty-first Congress American 
artists should be invited to meet ite representa- 
tives soci atthe Executive Mansion. At the 
same time they could hold a National convention 
in behalf of their cause. The Corcoran Art Gal- 
lery, Mr. Thomas E. Waggaman, Senator and Mrs. 
Stockliridge of Michigan, and Mrs. Leland Stan- 
ford of California, all offered hospitality to the 


“Secretary Windom’s death put a stop to further 
official entertainments. Mr. E. W. Halford wrote 
a charming note fcr Mrs. Harrison, informing me 
that the art reception should be the first public 
function of next season.

It contains four 
figures, the most prominent of whom is a half- 
nude woman playing a lute. A piece of drafery is 
thrown over her right arm and she is clothed be- 
low the wast, and, though she is extremely large, 
there are a dignity of pose and‘a purity of form 
ewhieh render her beautiful. 

Behind her on the left are seen the head and 
shoulders of another female figure posed against 
the pipes of an organ ; on the right is a young man 
playing a flute, and in the foreground is the figure 
of a nude child, and before him on a table are 
several finger-rings. 

The other work is The Creation,” a picture 
loaned by Mr. Ludlow. It is attributed to 
Rubens. The greater portion of the large 
canvas is occupied by a confused collection of 
birds and animals of every description; in the 
sky. surrounded by a mass of light is the figure of 
the Eternal and about him are seen fiying flocks 
of birds. The color is not of the brilliancy for 
which the founder of the school of Brabant was 
so noted, and, although he was known to have

Arthur Dawson has on exhibition at Thur- 
ber’s a number of his recent productions in water 
color, showing technical ability which, jeined 
with a closer study of nature and governed by the 
inspiration derived from such study, would cer- 
tainly produce works of a high order of merit. 

In the works shown there is a diversity of subject 
and a dissimilarity of treatment which renders it 
difficult to discover the personality of the painter. 
Many of the pictures do not seem to be painted 
directly from nature but rather to be the work of 
an artist who seeks his inspiration inside of his 
studio. It is noticeable that some of these pict- 
ures have English titles, and some which do not 
have unmistakable evidence that they are not 
American scenes.
